Claims 1-3, 5, 9,10 and 17 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 

invention patented in Pat. No. Takeda (US 6661488). 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the liquid crystal material used in the liquid crystal layer has 
a refractive index anisotropy at room temperature of O. 16 or more, and a cell mean gap 
is substantially 3 urn at a relative constant ration of 1 in combination with the rest of the

limitations of the base claim. Claims 2-3, 5, 9,10 and 17 are allowed by virtue of 
dependency.
